As we have 
but hiilf the time to give to that purpose which 
we had last 3*car, it is of creat consequence lo havo 
the materials m complete remit ncss, and ON THE 
SI'OT SEASON A 1IL.V. The wreaths of running- 
pine (^scrcnit huntlrcd ynrds could be advantageously 
used in the execution of the plan already drawn,) 
ought all to be in Boston on the preceding Friday, 
thii ISlh, in order to allow Saturday and Monday lor 
the work of preparation, and that will be the least 
possible time in which it can, under the circum- 
stances, be acco-nplishcd. 

TIic friends ol the cause v; ho live in towns where 
pine and red-cedar trees can be liad for the cutting, 
or tlirough the generosity of the owners of woodland, 
arc informed that in no way could their aid be more 
effectual than in sending to Boston, on Friday the 
Itltk December^ Evergreen trees of a size suited to 
stand against the pillars, and hide the unsightly 
spaces in the Hull. Barrel-hoops, trimmed thickly, 
(but tint over- rare fully,) with the running-pine, arc 
also needed in great numbers. N. B. The tcreaths 
and hoops should be sent in ready for use, 115 there 
will he liiirdly timf. to put them up.

HINTS AND SUGGESTIONS. 
In the first place, tCT It is an arduous undertaking 
to decorate Faneuil Hall for the occasion, attractively, 
and at tlie same time without expense. As we have 
but half the time to give to that purpose which 
we had last year, it is of great consequence to havo 
the materials in complete rciidmess, and ON THE 
SPOT SEASONABLY. . The wreatiis of running- 
pine (several, hundred ijarils could be advantageously 
used in tlie execution of the plan already drawn,) 
ought all to be in Boston on the preceding Friday, 
the IStli, in order to allow S.aturday and Monday for 
the work of preparation, and tliat will be the least 
possible time in wliich it can, under the circum- 
stances, be acconplislied. 

Tlie friends of the cause who live in towns where 
pine and red-cedar trees can be had for the cutting, 
or through the generosity of the owners of woodland, 
are inforincd that in no way could their aid be more 
efl'oolual llian in sending to Boston, on Friday the 
ISth December, Evergreen trees of a size suited to 
stand against the pillars, and hide tho unsightly 
spaces in the Hall. Barrel-lioops, trimmed thickly, 
(but not over-narefully,) with the running-pine, are 
also needed in great numbers. N. B. The wreaths 
and hoops should lie sent in. ready for use, as there 
will lie hardly time to put them vp. 

ICT Friends desirous to co-operate, are cntreate'd 
to write to us immediately on receiving this, inform- 
ing us exactly what wc may depend on from thttn, 
that by comparing and replying to their letters, we 
may save time, tkouiile and MONEY, while we 



equalize the burden, by ossuming our full share of U. 
The friends in Walpole and in Lynn have already 
given us their assurance of a definite proportion of 
the wreathed hoops, necessary to make the ninllions 
and tracery of the plan. We hope in hear imme- 
diately from the devoted friends of the cause in other 
towns, because carl:/ oction will spare tliemselves 
much of the fatif^uc and suflering from the cnld 
weather which attend all such exertions later in the 
season, while it will greatly encourage our labors in 
town. 

N. B. We have no adequate place of storage 
in Boston, and therefore beg the friends to retain 
their contributions of greenery till Friday the 18th, 
and to send them WITHOUT FAIL on that day ; 
as a longer delay would occasion an irreparable loss 
of time. 

03* Those friends, either in the city or country, 
who intend to give the cause the service of their 
personal aid, during the two days, in fitting up the • 
decorations, are requested to let us know as soon as 
convenient, and in proportion to our love of the 
cause, will be our sense of personal obligation to 
them. 03* A strong force will be needed, Irom uipht 
o'clock on Saturday and Monday mornings, through 
both days and evenings, as the time is sliort, the 
hall large, and the Gothic screen-work bulky. 

It would be very easy, but fatal to our purpose, to 
hire hands ; and we therefore feel that wu can rely 
on the aid of all who appreciate tJiat purpose, to 
unite with us in saving expense, in this, and every 
other way, especially as the unavoidable expenses 
will be unuaually heavy this year. 

REFRESIIiMKNT TABLli. 
This has always been one of tlie most profilablo 
departments of the Fair, and we earnestly commend 
it to the liberality of the well-wishers of the cause, 
both in the city and the country. Kccnj hind of pro- 
duce and refreshment, (except wine, tS;c.,) will bo 
acceptable. 

Itj'lt will bo remembered that by fiir the largest 
number of our cominilloe live ut so incnnvenient a 
distance from the Hall, tliat it was found necessary 
to have a Ladies'-diniiig room there, for the accom- 
modation of those whose services as Sales-women 
were indispensable. Those friends who are always 
so generous in supplying this apartmenl, are inform- 
ed that all concerned are most cousi<ierale and con- 
ecientious in the use of this room, feeling thai none 
but those whose presence is absolutely necessary to 
the success of the occasion, ought to occupy' it; and, 
therefore, we feel thai we may unhesitaiiiigly again 
ask for the simple provisions wliich were so kindly 
sent in, last year. At the same time, we renew our 
assurances to the friends, wliom we e.vpecl from a 
distance to take cliarge of the tables in person, that 
no exertion on our part shall be spared for their com- 
fsrt and occomniodation. 



THE LIBERTY BELL. 
The eighth number of this excellent Annual, which 
has been perhaps the moat gainful operation in con- 
nection wtlh the Fair, is to be published on the first 
morning. It is in contemplation to publish a larger 
edition than usual, if the funds permit ; but, as yet, 
only half the sum requisite has been subscribed, ow* 
ing to an unavoidable delay in commencing this 
year's operations. But as tlie publication has so 
good a claim on all who wish to swell the receipts 
of the Fair, as well as on all^ who Inivo seen how ef- 
fectual a medium of union it is between different 
parts of the world in the same great cause, and how 
Valuable an auxiliary in promoting that cause in 
quarters where greater instrumentalities are of less 
avail, it is not doubted that the statement of the im- 
mediate need of funds, will ensure a pecuniary re- 
sponse.

If past labor, when almost unaided, has boon 
so successful as recent events prove it to have 
beeUj in awakening the consciences, informing 
the minds, and moving the hearts of the peo- 
ple, what may not be hoped from the union of 
many in the fulfilm«?nt of the same great duly ? 

Tiie funds raised will be expended as heretofore, 
in sustaining anti-slavery agents and periodicals, 
and the cileut must necessarily be so to act upon the 
public heart and conscience that the individual, the 
State, and liie nation may be ready in every coming 
emergency, to abjure all participation in the sin of 
slavery.

CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

A slaveliolder at the South received a tract of two 
pages, through the post office ; — read it, was con- 
vinced, and emancipated his slaves. The tract was 
printed with the money raised at THIS FAIR, 

A clergyman at the North, liad an Anti-Slavery 
paper sent to him. He read it, was pleased with it — 
subscribed for it, sent it to a leading politician, who, 
folloiving in part, Us cuunst'Is, rcvululionizcd the 
party policy of his State. The paper was sustained 
by AloN£r raised at this Faik. 

A petition for the abolition of Slavery was sent to 
Congress. It was discussed — the discussion was 
printed in tlte administration papers, and scattered 
thickly ovet- the land : Thought, agitation, convic- 
tion, convcrsior> ensued, in multitudes of instances — 
the whole public mind advanced a step, l^he form of 
petition which put the whole in motion, was printed 
and circulated by Monev raised' at this Fair. 

A corps of Anti-Slavery agents went into New- 
Ilampshire, and held one Imndred Conventions. The 
next year, the Pro-Slavery Democratic parly was 
scattered. The agents, so far as money was needed, 
were sustained by the Money raised at this 
Fair.
